T hat out of Our Princely care, that the 
Churchmen may do the work which 1s 
proper unto them, the Biſhops and Clergie, 
from time to time in Convocatio, upon their 

humble defire ſhall have hcence under Our 

broad Seal, to deliberate of, and to do all. 
Juch things,as being made plain by them, 
aſſented unto by Vs, ſhall concern the ſetled 
continuance of the doarine &> diſcipline 
of the Church of England now eſtabliſhed; 
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from which We will not endure any vary- 
ing, or departing in the leaft degree. 

'T hat for the preſent, though ſome diffe- 

 rences have been ill raiſed,zet We take com- 
fort in thus that all Clergie-men within Our 
Realm, have alwayes moſt willingly ſub- 
ſcribed to the Articles eſtabliſhed which 6 
an argument zo Us, that they all apree in 
the true uſual literall meaning of the ſaid 
Articles , and that even ' in thoſe curious 
points in which the preſent differences lie,

any deſertion of the Articles eftabliſhed. 

T hat therefore in theſe both curious and 
unhappy differences,which have for ſo ma-
